I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
outstanding  features  characterising  the  public  health  of  your 
district  during  the  year,  1913.

The  Population  at  the  middle  of  1913  estimated  in  the 
same  way  as  in  previous  years  was  20,856. 

The  number  of  Houses  and  Flats  separately  assessed — - 
occupied  3,932,  unoccupied  47. 

Rateable  Value,  October  1913,  £92,984. 

Assessable  Value,  General  District  Rate,  October,  1913, 
£87,154. 


General  Death  Rate. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was 
150,  of  which  7 were  of  non-residents.  There  were  also  50 
deaths  of  people  belonging  to  this  District  which  occurred  in 
other  Districts,  the  uncorrected  death  rate  is  therefore  7.1  and 
the  nett  death  rate  9.2  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  against 
7.6  and  9.5  of  the  previous  year  and  10.9  and  13.5  of  the 
Census  year  1911.  The  rates  previous  to  this  period  are 
fallacious  owing  to  their  being  founded  on  an  over  estimated 
Population.

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There  was  also  one  death  of  an  illegitimate  male  infant 
that  occurred  outside  the  district  in  the  West  London  Hospital 
in  the  Month  of  September. 

Of  the  150  deaths  that  were  registered  in  the  District  an 
inquest  was  held  in  16  cases. 

One  death  of  an  infant  was  uncertified  the  coroner  not 
thinking  an  enquiry  necessary,  death  was  recorded  as  being 
due  to  want  of  skilled  attention  at  Birth,  the  child,  a boy,  was 
said  to  have  survived  its  birth  by  only  three  minutes.  Five  of 
the  deaths  occurred  in  the  local  Cottage  Hospital,  three  of  which 
were  due  to  accident  (2  by  Motors  and  one  from  Burns)  one 
was  a case  of  suicide  by  taking  Belladonna  Liniment,  and  the 
fifth  resulted  from  Pneumonia. 


There  were  two  deaths  .at  the  West  London  Poor  Law 
“Park  School”  both  girls,  one  aged  six  years,  death  was 
certified  to  be  due  to  Meningitis  the  nature  of  which  was  not 
specified,  it  was  not  notified  as  Tuberculous  or  Cerebro-Splnal. 
The  other  was  a child  of  five  years,  in  this  case  death  was 
certified  as  due  to  Septic  Tonsillitis  and  Septiceami,  and  as 
it  was  not  notified  as  Diptheritic  it  lias  been  entered  in  Table 
III.  under  other  diseases  of  respiiatory  organs,  No.  18. 

There  were  not  any  deaths  at  the  Central  London 
District  School. 


According  to  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  1912-13  the  death  rate  from  all 
causes  for  Lngland  and  Wales  which  had  been  13.5  in  1910 
and  14.6  in  1911  fell  to  13.3  per  1000  in  1912,  the  lowest  yet 
recorded,  a decline  of  20%  from  the  death  rate  in  1901  when  it 
was  16.9. 


For  the  same  period  there  was  a decline  in  the  death 
rate  between  the  ages  of  0 to  1 of  40%,  a decline  of  30%  between 
the  ages  of  0 to  5 and  5 to  10,  and  20%  between  10  to  15  and 
15  to  20. 
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Of  the  150  deaths  registered  in  the  district  only  7 have 
been  transferred  although  there  were  several  deaths  of 
strangers  to  whom  no  other  permanent  address  could  be 
ascribed.  This  was  so  in  two  of  the  deaths  that  occurred  in 
the  Cottage  Hospital  one  a suicide  case,  another  from  Burns, 
also  one  outside  death  was  credited  to  this  District  because, 
although  the  death  occurred  outside,  the  accident  causing  the 
same  happened  on  the  Grand  Junction  Canal  and  no  permanent 
address  could  be  ascertained.

There  were  also  11  Births  to  residents  that  occurred 
whilst  outside  the  District,  of  these  2 were  boys  and  two  were 
girls,  so  that  the  total  number  of  Births  for  the  year  is  478  as 
against  539  last  year.  By  referring  to  Table  I.  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  number  of  Births  is  decreasing.  This  has  been 
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common  throughout  the  country  and  the  reason  has  been 
attributed  to  so  many  different  causes  that  it  is  not  necessary 
now  to  discuss  any  of  them. 

The  Birth  Kate  for  the  year  is  therefore  only  22.9  per 
1000  of  the  population  as  against  27.7  of  last  year. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Of  the  42  deaths  of  infants  36  occurred  at  home,  and  6 
in  Institutions  elsewhere.  Four  ot  the  former,  2 boys  and  2 
girls,  and  one  of  the  latter,  a hoy,  were  illegitimate. 

As  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  founded  on  the  actual 
number  of  Births  that  occurred  during  the  year  and  not  on  an 
estimated  population  it  is  more  accurate,  and  to  be  depended 
upon  than  the  Death  Kate  which  during  an  Inter-Census 
period  is  likely  to  be  fallacious  due  to  difficulties  and  errors 
in  estimating  the  population  of  an  ever  changing  District. 

The  number  of  births  being  478,  and  the  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  42,  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year 
is  87.9  per  100  births.  This  is  higher  than  last  year,  but 
compares  very  favourably  with  the  infantile  Mortality  Kate 
of  past  years. 

By  referring  to  Table  1Y.  it  will  be  noticed  that  of  462 
Legitimate  Births  there  were  only  37  deaths,  whereas  of  the 
16  Illegitimate  5 died  within  the  year,  also  that  of  the  42 
deaths  of  infants  14  occurred  under  4 weeks  old. 

One  death  was  uncertified  the  coroner  not  thinking  an 
enquiry  necessary  though  the  death  was  recorded  as  being 
due  to  want  of  proper  attention  at  Birth. 

Child  Welfare  Work. 

Two  deaths  of  infants  all  under  one  month  were  certified  to 
be  due  to  Atrophy  or  Wasting,  and  four  to  premature  birth. 
There  were  altogether  9 under  1 week  old.  As  will  be  seen 
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by  referring  to  the  Lady  Health  Visitor’s  Report  which  is 
appended  hereto,  the  Council  is  taking  active  measures  in 
dealing  with  the  excessive  death  rate  of  infants  which  has  been 
so  common  in  past  years  in  this  district  as  well  as  throughout 
the  country. 

The  notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  force  in  this 
District  on  the  19th.  July  1912  and,  under  my  direction 
all  Births  are  visited  and  kept  under  observation  by  the  Lady 
Health  Visitor  who  has  now  been  established  in  the  District 
during  the  past  three  years. 

An  excellent  Day  Nursery  has  been  established  in  one 
Ward  of  the  District,  branches  of  which  I would  like  to  see 
spread  to  the  other  Wards.  Much  good  work  has  been  done 
during  the  year  amongst  those  children  whose  mothers 
unfortunately  are  compelled  to  go  out  to  work.  1 referred  to 
this  matter  some  years  ago  in  my  Annual  Report  and  I find 
that  the  good  I then  predicted  by  the  establishment  of  such  an 
Institute  Is  now  being  carried  out,  and  further  in  accordance 
with  the  memorandum  of  the  Board  of  Education  Circular 
75B.  on  the  teaching  of  Infant  care  and  management  in  Public 
Elementary  Schools,  1910,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  holding  of  classes  for  the  elder  girls  at  this  Day  Nursery 
and  I believe  eventually  much  benefit  will  be  derived  thereby, 
and  so  much  enthusiasm  has  been  aroused  in  this  matter,  that 
one  of  the  popular  illustrated  daily  papers  published  photo- 
graphs of  these  classes. 

Quoting  again  from  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  1912-13  as  regards  Infant 
Mortality  according  to  the  chief  occupations  and  groups  of 
occupations.  Among  the  families  of  Army  Officers  in  1911  the 
infant  mortality  per  1000  Births  was  only  44,  of  Naval  Officers 
and  Solicitors  41,  of  Medical  Practitioners  39  and  the  rate  of 
infant  mortality  of  the  middle  classes  generally  was  only  61 
per  cent  of  the  total  mortality  rate  of  the  country,  among 
legitimate  infants.  With  these  figures  must  be  compared  the 
average  rates  of  infant  mortality  among  artisans  of  113,  among 
miners  of  160,  unskilled  labourers  152  and  agricultural 
labourers  97  per  1000  births. 
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Pathological  Means  for  Diagnosing*  Disease. 

The  Council  have  for  many  years  past  had  an  arrangement 
with  the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  the  examination 
and  report  upon  specimens  sent  to  them  under  this  agreement 
viz  : — Sputum  for  the  detection  of  Tubercle  Bacilli,  Swabs  for 
the  detection  of  Diphtheria,  and  blood  for  Typhoid  Fever  etc. 
but  unfortunately  this  gratuitous  service  on  the  part  of  the  Coun- 
cil is  not  accepted  to  the  extent  that  one  would  expect  by  the 
Medical  men  practising  in  the  District.  The  following  table 
shews  the  number  of  Bacteriological  Examinations  carried  out 
during  the  year.

Acute  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  following  table  shews  the  cases  of  these  diseases 
notified  each  month  during  the  year. 
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There  were  also  55  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified : — 
By  referring  to  Table  II  appended  hereto  the  ages  at 
which  these  cases  occurred  as  well  as  the  part  of  the  district 
in  which  they  resided  can  he  seen. 

It  will  he  noticed  that  by  far  the  greatest  number  of 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  children 
under  15  years  of  age  and  that  nine  of  the  former  and  ten 
of  the  latter  were  reported  from  the  West  London  Poor 
Law  School  which  has  been  taken  over  by  the  West  London 
Guardians  from  the  Central  London  District  School 
Authorities. 


Diphtheria. 

Of  the  27  cases  notified  as  against  37  last  year  and  41 
during  1911,  2 proved  fatal. 

As  well  as  providing  for  the  examination  of  Specimens 
for  the  detection  of  this  disease,  as  already  mentioned,  the 
Council  supply  gratuitously  a supply  of  Antitoxin  on  the 
request  of  a Medical  man  practising  in  the  District,  but 
although  this  is  generally  known  only  12  applications  have 
been  made  for  same,  4,000  units  being  given  immediately 
on  application  at  my  residence,  or  the  Council  Offices. 

As  already  mentioned  32  Specimens  were  examined,  7 
proving  positive  and  25  negative. 

The  administrative  control  of  Diphtheria  is  beset  with 
difficulties,  especially  in  connection  with  the  protracted 
duration  of  infection  in  some  cases  of  the  disease  and  its 
insidious  character  in  others.  An  instance  of  this  occurred 
last  June  when  a case  was  notified  in  a child  attending  one 
of  the  local  elementary  schools.  I examined  the  other 
children  that  had  been  sitting  next  to  him  and  found  that 
one  who  though  not  apparently  ill,  had  the  characteristic 
Klebs  Loeffler  Bacilli  present  in  the  throat  and  later  on 
when  this  boy  was  also  excluded  from  School  his  Brother 
contracted  a typical  attack  of  the  disease . There  were  no 
other  cases  in  the  school  after  excluding  these  children. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  the  62  cases  of  this  disease  notified  there  were  no 
deaths,  the  disease  was  of  a very  mild  character. 

Although  this  disease  assumed  epidemic  proportions  in 
the  surrounding  Districts  we  were  fortunate  in  escaping 
with  only  our  average  number  of  cases.  Last  year  59 
cases  were  notified.  In  1911  there  were  57. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

Our  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  are  admitted 
to  the  Ealing  Isolation  Hospital  by  arrangement,  the  fee 
being  2-J  guineas  per  patient  per  week. 

It  will  be  noticed  by  referring  to  Table  2.  that  a 
much  larger  number  of  these  cases  have  been  removed 
to  Hospital  than  in  previous  years.  The  cases  that  occur 
at  the  Central  London  District  and  the  Park  Schools  are 
removed  by  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  to  their 
Hospitals.  Excluding  these  it  will  be  seen  that  last  year 
of  30  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  only  17  were  removed 
as  against  only  18  notified  this  year  and  8 removed,  and 
of  the  Scarlet  Fever,  last  year  of  58  cases  notified  only 
35  were  removed  as  against  52  cases  notified  this  year, 
49  being  removed.  Taking  both  diseases  together  of  70 
notified  57  were  removed  to  Hospital  whereas  last  year 
of  88  cases  notified  only  55  were  removed. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Ealing 
this  authority  was  for  a time  unable  to  receive  our  cases 
which  were  then  admitted  to  the  Brentford  Hospital 
at  an  increased  fee  of  3 guineas  per  patient  per  week. 


It  can  easily  be  understood  that  this  has  been  an 
expensive  matter  for  the  Council  to  deal  with,  so  much  so, 
that  the  putting  up  of  a temporary  structure  was  contemplated 
and  I was  requested  to  consult  with  the  Surveyor  as  to 
the  practicability  of  dealing  with  the  question  of  Isolation

Hospital  accomodation  by  means  of  a temporary  Hospital, 
and  I reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  at  their 
meeting  on  December  30tb.  that  “I  am  of  opinion  that  it 
is  necessary  to  provide  such  accommodation  which  I believe 
according  to  modern  methods  could  be  provided  at  a 
reasonable  cost.”  It  was  suggested  that  only  one  ward 
should  be  provided  as  a beginning,  for  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
only,  these  being  by  far  the  most  numerous,  and  requiring 
isolation  as  much  for  social  convenience,  and  to  prevent 
interference  with  business,  as  for  treatment  and  care  of  the 
patients.  The  comparatively  few  cases  of  the  severer  and 
more  fatal  disease  Diphtheria  could  still  be  admitted  to 
the  Haling  Hospital. 

The  matter  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Council. 


Enteric  Fever  or  Typhoid. 

The  case  that  occurred  was  contracted  outside  the 
District  and  was  admitted  to  the  West  London  Hospital 
where  be  recovered. 


Small  Pox. 

There  were  no  cases  notified. 

Vaccination. 

As  Public  Vaccinator  for  the  District  I am  aware  of 
the  vast  decrease  in  vaccination,  both  Primary  as  well  as 
re-Vaccinations,  indeed  the  operation  is  now  quite  the 
exception  and  not  the  rule,  and  soon,  at  the  present  rate 
of  decrease,  there  will  be  no  vaccinations  to  record. 


Measles. 

There  were  7 deaths  of  children  all  under  5 years  old 
from  this  disease. 
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Whooping”  Cough. 

There  were  9 deaths  of  children  of  the  same  ages. 


Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 


Three  deaths  of  children  all  under  15  years  were  certi- 
fied to  be  due  to  Meningitis,  the  certificates  did  not  state 
whether  they  were  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis, 
Traumatic  Tuberculous,  or  what  particular  kind  the  case  was 


Only  two  cases  were  notified  and  full  particulars 
of  these  cases  have  been  supplied  to  Dr.  Reece  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  who  has  asked  for  the  same. 


Tuberculosis. 


This  disease  has  received  special  attention  during  the 
year;  as  already  stated  the  Council  have  for  some  years 
past  gratuitously  provided  means  of  having  specimens 
examined  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  for  its 
early  detection.  Unfortunately  again  the  Medical  men  do 
not  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  the  extent  that 
they  might  do.  43  specimens  were  examined,  10  proved 
positive  and  33  negative. 

Altogether  55  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year,  42  of  these  were  Pulmonary,  3 Meningeal 
and  10  of  other  parts  of  the  Body.  These  cases  have 
all  been  frequently  visited  and  kept  under  observation 
as  can  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  Reports  of  the  Lady 
Health  Visitor  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

There  were  17  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  3 notified  as  Meningitis,  these  were  probably  the  three 
that  were  notified  as  already  mentioned. 
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The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

These  remain  the  same  as  mentioned  in  my  previous 
Reports. 

An  enquiry  was  held  on  March  the  4th.  by 
W.  O.  E.  Meade-King,  Esq.,  M.  Inst.  0.  E.  an  Inspector 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  into  the  application  of  the 
Council  for  sanction  to  borrow  £3,500  for  the  provision 
of  a Refuse  Destructor  and  Disinfecting  apparatus.  Sanction 
was  granted,  the  former  structure  is  now  at  work,  and 
I believe  the  disinfecting  apparatus  will  be  ready  for  use 
shortly. 


The  Sanitary  work  and  inspections  carried  out  during 
the  year  can  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  tables  appended  hereto.  In 
addition  to  these  inspections  I have  p&rsonally  made  2,159 
house  to  house  visits. 

; / - i - 

Every  means  is  taken  to  remedy  sanitary  defects  as 
soon  as  ascertained  by  report,  by  myself,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Lady  Health  Visitor,  and  special  attention 
is  given  to  endeavour  to  prevent  overcrowding,  although 
in  a suburb  such  as  this  is,  it  is  often  a very  difficult 
matter.  The  demand  for  houses  and  flats  by  those  who 
practically  only  reside  in  the  District  at  night  time  and 
during  holidays  or  other  enforced  reasons  for  staying  away 
from  business,  causes  such  competition  that  there  are 
very  few  empties,  and  rents  are  high,  if  otherwise  they 
would  soon  be  invaded  by  undersirables  from  other 
adjoining  districts. 


We  have  practically  no  factories  or  large  Industrial 
works  in  the  District,  the  work  people  residing  here  are 
nearly  all  employed  outside  in  other  Districts,  at  such 
places  as  the  Hanwell  Asylum  which  is  situated  in  the 
Soutball-Norwood  District. 
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According  to  the  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  Houses 
let  in  Lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than 
one  family  as  I pointed  out  on  a former  occasion  the 
cubic  space  stated  in  clauses  3,  4,  5,  6 is  not  sufficient, 
according  to  these  the  space  laid  down  for  a room 
occupied  for  sleeping  purposes  only,  is  for  an  adult  only 
300  cubic  feet,  and  children  under  10  years  only  150 
cubic  feet,  and  if  the  room  is  occupied  for  a living 
as  well  as  a sleeping  apartment  the  cubic  space  allowed 
is  400  cubic  feet  for  an  adult  and  only  200  cubic  feet  for  a 
child  under  10  years,  so  that  2 children  are  considered 
equivalent  to  one  adult. 


A man,  his  wife  and  2 children  just  under  10  years 
can  sleep  in  a room  with  only  900  Cubic  feet  between 
them,  which  is  only  increased  to  1,200  cubic  feet  if  they 
occupy  the  room  for  all  purposes.  Again,  it  often  happens 
in  the  smaller  houses  and  flats  that  on  inspection  one 
is  told  a room  is  only  occupied  by  one  or  two  persons, 
if  one  could  see  the  conditions  at  night  time,  it  would 
be  frequently  found  that  there  were  additional  Lodgers 
and  others,  who  only  put  in  an  appearance  in  the  evening, 
and  are  off  to  work  early  in  the  morning. 


These  conditions  must  prevail  in  all  suburbs  around 
London  where  the  demand  for  houses  is  so  great,  and 
if  the  rents  are  lowered  an  undesirable  class  of  loafers 
who  often  pay  no  rent,  but  are  a perfect  nuisance  to  the 
Sanitary  Authorities,  the  Landlord  and  their  neighbours, 
immediately  invade  them.

Gentlemen, 

T have  again  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
shewing  the  work  carried  out  by  my  Department  during  the 
past  year.

During  the  year  891  nuisances  or  contravention  of  byelaws 
have  been  reported  and  subsequently  abated,  the  nature  of 
the  same  will  be  found  in  the  tabulated  forms  at  the  end  of 
the  Report ; 207  cautionery  and  238  statutory  notices  have 
been  served  calling  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances.  In 
connection  with  the  above  103  interviews  took  place  with 
owners  or  their  agents. 


I am  pleased  to  again  have  to  record  that  no  proceedings 
were  taken  for  the  abatement  of  any  nuisances  or  contraven- 
tion of  bvelaws.

Complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year  as  to 
nuisances  arising  from  noise,  and  from  noisy  animals,  but 
these  nuisances  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of  Sanitary  law 

and  no  action  could  be  taken  by  your  Inspector,  advice  was 

given  to  all  applicants  as  to  the  procedure  to  be  taken  for 
the  abatement  of  the  nuisances  and  forms  supplied,  and  in 

one  complaint  as  to  the  noise  arising  from  a works  in  the 

district,  a communication  was  sent  to  the  firm  asking  that 
the  noises  should  be  lessened  as  much  as  possible. 


Housing*  and  Town  Planning*  Act. 

( House  to  House  Inspection) 

Houses  to  the  number  of  235  were  inspected  House  to 
House  under  the  above  Act  ; 3 of  which  were  inspected  upon 
the  representation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Upon  the 
owners  of  the  latter  three  having  their  attention  drawn  to  the 
bad  condition  of  the  property,  they  agreed  to  close  the  houses 

voluntarilv,  and  the  houses  are  now  closed. 

</  * 


The  houses  in  176  cases  were  occupied  by  members  of  one 
family  with  an  aggregate  number  of  234  above  10  years  and 
554  under  10  years,  an  average  of  4.5  per  house.  The 
remaining  59  houses  were  occupied  by  two  families,  the 
numbers  occupying  being  175  over  ten  years  and  243  under 
10  years,  an  average  of  6.9  per  house. 


No  case  of  overcrowding  was  found  during  the  course  of 
the  above  inspections,  the  numbers  given  above,  being  as 
stated  by  the  occupiers. 


Infectious  Disease. 

✓ 

Infected  houses  to  the  number  of  125  were  visited  in 
connection  with  infectious  disease,  and  215  re-visits  were 
made  to  the  infected  houses.  The  following  table  shows  the 
number  of  cases  (excluding  those  from  the  Park  and  Central

Of  the  54  cases  removed  by  the  Council  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  average  length  of  stay  was  43.6  days  and  the 
cost  £16.  16.  1^,  plus  cost  of  removal,  per  patient. 


Disinfection  of  infected  rooms  to  the  number  of  121  was 
carried  out  and  in  89  cases  the  room  was  stripped  ; 1,083  articles 
of  infected  bedding  were  removed  and  disinfected.  A large 
number  of  books  belonging  to-  the  Free  Library  which  had 
been  lent  to  occupiers  of  houses  in  which  cases  of  infectious 
disease  subsequently  occurred  were  disinfected,  before  being 
put  in  to  circulation  and  notice  in  each  case  was  sent  to  the 
Librarian  that  no  other  books  be  issued  to  the  said  houses 
until  the  premises  were  declared  free  from  infection. 

Communications  with  regard  to  infectious  diseases  to  the 
number  of  487  were  sent  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Schools,  Laundries  etc. 

The  infected  rooms  are  sprayed  with  Formalin  and  after- 
wards fumigated  with  Formalin  Tablets  and  where  necessary 
the  rooms  are  stripped  also,  and  the  bedding  is  disinfected  by 
steam. 

Disinfectant  is  supplied  free  to  all  residents  of  the 
district  and  3,468  applications  were  made,  an  average  of 
nearly  70  per  week. 


Twenty-nine  van  loads  of  infected  bedding  were  removed 
from  the  Park  Schools  and  disinfected. 
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Drainage  Examinations. 


Three  hundred  and  forty-five  tests  have  been  applied  to 
drains,  either  by  smoke,  water  or  opening  np,  on  complaint 
or  after  infectious  disease,  or  during  reconstruction  or  on 
completion  of  work. 


Forty-three  houses  have  been  entirely  re-drained,  and 
particular  attention  is  given  to  this  brancli  of  the  work.  The  new 
drains  are  laid  on  and  benched  up  in  concrete,  and  where 
passing  under  the  building  entirely  embedded  in  concrete. 
The  owner  is  always  advised  where  the  drains  pass  under  the 
house  to  put  in  an  iron  drain  and  this  is  now  frequently 
done.  The  drains  are  submitted  to  the  water  test,  before 
being  covered  up  ; and  again  when  the  wTork  is  finally 
completed.  Plans  of  all  new  drainage  are  made  for  future 
reference. 


Yard  Paving. 


In  practice  it  is  found  that  many  cases  of  dampness 
are  aggravated  by  the  want  of  some  kind  of  impervious 
pavement  around  the  house,  so  as  to  carry  off  the  surface 
water  to  the  drain  inlet  ; and  so  preventing  the  same 
water  sinking  into  the  ground.  In  addition  to  this  it  is 
often  found  that  the  unpaved  surfaces  are  used  for  the 
keeping  of  fowls,  and  the  surface  becomes  polluted.  The 
occupiers  again  in  order  to  fill  up  any  depression  in  the 
ground,  throw  down  the  house  refuse  to  fill  up  the  said 
depression  thus  aggravating  the  pollution. 


It  is  only  lately  that  power  has  been  given  by 
legislation  to  deal  with  this  matter,  and  special  attention 
has  been  given  to  this  work,  with  the  result  that  the 
surfaces  of  yards  have  been  paved,  with  an  impervious 
material  or  where  paved  and  in  bad  condition  repaired  in 
131  instances. 


Receptacles  for  House  Refuse. 


One  hundred  and  thirty-three  new  galvanised  Ashbins 
were  provided  in  lieu  of  defective  receptacles  and  it  is  an 
important  matter,  that  these  receptacles  should  be  kept  in  a 
proper  condition,  especially  where  there  is  not  any  secondary 
means  of  access  to  the  house,  and  the  ashbin  and  contents 
have  to  be  carried  through  the  house. 

Drinking*  Water  Cisterns. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act  1907  a cistern 
so  placed  or  constructed  so  as  to  allow  of  the  contamination  of 
the  water  in  the  same  is  deemed  to  be  a nuisance.  In  the 
greater  majority  of  cases  the  said  storage  cistern  is  placed  in 
the  roof  and  there  are  no  means  of  inspection,  but  where 
the  cistern  can  be  inspected  this  is  done.  Where  the  cistern 
is  placed  in  such  a position  as  to  be  wholly  unsuitable  the 
owner  is  advised  to  do  away  with  the  cistern  and  place 
a draw  off  tap  on  the  main  supply  and  in  33  instances 
this  was  done,  and  in  22  cases  proper  covers  were  supplied. 

Smoke  Observations. 

There  were  fifty-six  timed  observations  of  works  chimneys 
within  the  district,  and  in  one  instance  a notice  was  served 
to  abate  the  nuisance  arising  from  the  emission  of  black 
smoke.  One  complaint  was  received  as  to  a smoke  nuisance 
and  special  observations  were  kept  upon  the  works 
complained  of.  The  nuisances  caused  by  the  emission  of 
black  smoke  in  great  quantities  from  the  chimneys  of 
private  houses  does  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the  above 
observations. 

Bakehouses. 

The  bakehouses  on  the  register  number  eleven ; four 
of  these  are  underground  bakehouses,  and  have  been  certified 
fit  for  use  by  the  Council.  Thirty  Inspections  have  been 
made  and  in  6 instances  it  was  necessary  to  point  out  to 
the  occupiers  that  limewashing,  required  twice  yearly,  had  not 
be  n complied  with  The  limewashing  was  carried  out 
however  when  the  occupiers  attention  was  drawn  to  the  matter. 


Laundries. 


There  are  13  Laundries  within  the  District,  to 
which  25  visits  have  been  made.  Only  one  contravention 
has  been  found  viz.  copy  of  abstract  not  affixed  as  required, 
and  this  was  notified  to  the  Factory  Inspector. 


There  are  also  a number  of  Laundries  employing  power, 
but  this  is  a matter  which  does  not  come  under  the  control 
of  your  Inspector. 


Workshops. 

There  are  17  Workshops  consisting  of  various  trades,  9 
of  which  are  Dressmakers,  Milliners  and  Blouse  makers  in  a 
small  way.  Thirty-eight  visits  have  been  made.  In  two  cases 
no  abstract  of  the  act  was  affixed  and  this  was  reported 
to  the  Factory  Inspector. 

Outworkers. 


The  total  number  of  lists  received  during  the  year  was 
22,  relating  to  16  Outworkers'.  Twenty-eight  visits  have  been 
made  and  the  premises  with  one  exception  found  to  be  in 
a clean  condition.  The  work  is  generally  of  small  quantity 
and  is  mainly  done  in  the  living  room.  There  was  no  case 
of  infections  disease  in  these  houses. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 


There  were  21  Milksellers  and  1 Cowkeeper  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Sixty  visits  were  made  to 
milksellers  premises  and  in  two  cases  it  was  necessary  to 
point  out  the  want  of  care  in  the  storage  of  milk.  Eight 
visits  were  made  to  the  one  cowshed  in  the  district.  The 
cows  are  grazed  out  in  the  summer  and  are  milked  in  the 
fields,  and  the  milk  sold  direct  to  the  customers.  No  cause 
for  complaint  could  be  found. 
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Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  three  of  the  above  premises  within  the  district 
two  registered  and  one  licensed.  Seventy  visits  have  been 
made  and  only  one  contravention  found,  viz.  want  of  lime- 
washing. The  visits  are  made  if  possible  when  slaughtering 
is  being  carried  out,  but  this  is  a matter  of  chance,  as  the 
slaughtering  occurs  at  different  times. 

No  unsound  meat  was  found,  the  meat  being  generally 
found  to  be  of  good  quality. 

In  connection  with  the  food  supply  your  Inspector  has 
on  several  occasions  been  consulted  by  tradesmen  as  to  the 
soundness  of  the  articles  of  food  in  their  possession. 

The  following  articles  were  found  to  be  unsound  or 
unwholesome  and  were  surrendered  by  the  holder  and 
destroyed.

In  these  cases  a certificate  was  granted  to  the  tradesman 
stating  that  the  said  articles  were  unsound  and  unwholesome 
and  unfit  for  food.  The  giving  of  the  above  certificates  tends 
to  make  the  tradesman  submit  any  doubtful  article  for 
inspection  as,  upon  producing  the  certificate  to  the  wholesale 
dealer,  the  cost  of  the  article  is  refunded  to  the  tradesman. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Twelve  Tents  and  eight  Vans  were  inspected  in  the 
district  and,  upon  inspection  made,  the  occupiers  removed 
from  the  district.  With  the  exception  of  one,  they  were  all 
in  the  High  Lane.  The  other  van  is  situate  at  Macklin’s 
Pit  and,  is  provided  with  closet  accommodation  and  water 
storage  cistern. 
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Food  and  Drug’s  Acts. 

Samples  under  these  Acts  are  not  taken  by  your 
Inspector,  but  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council  Inspector 
and  no  return  is  made  as  to  the  number  of  samples  taken 
and  the  result  of  the  analysis  of  same  to  your  Council. 


Canal  Boats  Act. 


1.  — The  Boats  are  inspected  at  the  Wharf,  known  as 
Macklin’s  Dock,  which  is  the  only  stopping  place  on  the 
length  of  Canal  in  the  District,  and  38  visits  were  made 
by  the  Inspector  to  this  Wharf. 

2.  — The  Number  of  Boats  Inspected. — During  the  year 
1913,  10  Canal  Boats  were  visited  and  inspected.  The  Boats 
were  in  the  aggregate  registered  for  36  adults  and  15  children, 
and  the  number  living  on  Board  at  the  time  of  inspection 
was  16  adult  males,  4 adult  females,  and  11  children; 
giving  an  average  to  each  boat  of  3.1. 


The  number  of  boats  coming  to  unload  at  Macklin’s  Dock 
is  now  very  small.  Thirty-eight  visits  have  been  made,  and 
in  a great  majority  of  the  visits  there  were  no  boats  to 
inspect.  The  boats  were  kept  generally  in  a clean  condition, 
and  no  cause  for  complaint  could  be  made  with  regard  to 
uncleanliness  or  overcrowding  of  same. 

3.  — Infringements  : — The  Boats  inspected  were  found  to 
be  in  a good  structural  condition  and  weatherproof,  and  there 
was  no  infringement  found. 

4.  — Legal  Proceedings  : —No  legal  proceedings  were  taken 
during  the  year. 

5. — Infectious  Diseases  : — 1 There  were  no  cases  of  Infectious 
disease  notified  on  any  of  the  boats  plying  in  the  District. 
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Cemeteries. 

The  Cemeteries  within  the  District  have  been  visited,  and 
these  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  there  has  been  no 
canse  for  complaint. 

In  conclusion  I have  again  to  thank  the  Council  and 
Dr.  Hope,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  their  cordial 
support  in  the  carrying  out  of  my  various  duties.

42  New  Cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  13  other 
forms  of  the  disease  were  notified  as  follows  :

Visits  have  been  paid  to  all  cases,  following  notification 
and  “Precaution  Sheets”  left.  Advice  on  Isolation,  Ventilation 
and  furnishing  of  Sleeping  Apartment,  Disinfection,  use  of 


Sputum  bottle,  &c.  &c.  Wlien  necessary  Sputum  bottles 
were  supplied,  free  of  charge.  In  several  instances,  an 
unsuitable  room  was  changed,  for  one  with  better  conditions, 
and  in  many  cases,  curtains  and  unnecessary  pieces  of 
furniture  were  removed  most  willingly,  on  a suggestion 
being  given. 


Great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  trying  to  obtain  for 
“Non-Insured”  persons  the  treatment  their  cases  require. 
We  are  informed  that  the  County  Council  is  now  enquiring 
into  Cases  of  School  Children  suffering  from  this  disease, 
but  up  to  the  present  time  nothing  definite  has  been  done 
for  the  Children  of  Hanwell. 


Of  the  two  cases  sent  to  Clare  Hall  by  the  Hanwell 
Council,  one,  the  Adult  patient,  has  made  a remarkable 
and  sustained  improvement,  and  appears  at  present  to  be 
quite  recovered.  The  other  case,  the  child,  has  not  done 
so  well.  Since  her  return  from  Clare  Hall  she  has  again 
had  a short  period  of  Hospital  treatment,  in  Brompton 
Hospital  for  six  weeks.  She  is  now  at  home,  and  doing 
only  fairly  well. 


Two  cases  of  “Dependents”  on  insured  persons  have 
received  Benefit.  1,  The  wife  of  an  Insured  man  Domiciliary 
Treatment.  1,  The  Daughter  of  an  Insured  man,  Sanatorium 
Treatment,  (on  payment  of  a very  small  sum  weekly). 


Two  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  : — On  Visiting, 
in  one  case  the  Sanitary  conditions  were  good  and  the 
child  made  good  progress,  and  is  now  cured.  In  the  other 
case  the  rooms  were  found  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  state. 
Instructions  from  the  Sanitary  Authority  re  cleaning  were 
promptly  carried  out.  'This  case  also  is  making  progress 
but  still  .under  Hospital  treatment.  This  case  and  one 
notified  last  year,  are  still  under  close  observation.  “Massage 
Movements”  have  been  shown  to  the  parents  according  to 
Hospital  request,  and  many  visits  are  paid  to  ensure  the 
directions  for  'Treatment  are  faithfully  carried  out, 
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Notification  of  Births  Act. 

434  Births  were  notified  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Act.  In  several  cases  (6)  it  was  discovered  from 
Weekly  Registration  returns  that  previous  Notification  had 
not  been  made.  On  enquiry  the  Doctors  in  attendance 
admitted  neglect  owing  to  “oversight,”  and  in  every  case 
tendered  apology. 

The  visiting  of  the  homes  where  births  have  occured 
has  been  continued.  Idle  visits  are  well  received  almost 
invariably , and  in  a very  great  number  of  cases  are  looked 
forward  to,  and  the  advice  given  is  much  appreciated  and 
put  to  practical  use.  Certainly,  errors  in  feeding  etc.,  etc., 
are  less  prevalent  and  we  believe  that  this  early  visiting 
has  much  to  do  with  the  improvement  seen. 


Irregular  Cases  Investigated. 

Two  cases  of  Incorrect  Notification: — In  one  case  a 
child  was  reported  to  have  been  born  in  Han  well,  which 
was  incorrect. 

One,  in  which  an  Illegitimate  child  was  registered  in 
wrong  name,  and  other  false  information  given. 

One  case  in  which  an  Illegitimate  was  born,  and  neither 
a Doctor  nor  Midwife  in  attendance. 

Two  cases  in  which  unqualified  persons  had  attended 
at  birth,  and  received  payment  for  services. 

These  cases  were  all  reported  for  further  investigation. 

School  Notifications. 

No  very  satisfactory  control  is  possible  in  the  cases 
of  Contagious  diseases  among  school  children.  If  a child 
is  well  enough  to  be  out  of  bed,  that  child  is  allowed  to 
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play  with  other  children,  and  two  children  excluded  from 
Council  schools  on  account  of  infection  continue  to  attend 
Sunday  Schools.

The  cases  were  visited,  and  when  necessary  were  kept 
under  observation  as  far  as  possible,  until  fear  of  danger 
was  past.  The  parents  in  all  cases  visited,  where  no  Doctor 
was  in  attendance,  were  urged  to  keep  the  children 
isolated. 


In  many  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  advise  that 
the  Children  should  be  taken  to  a Doctor,  or  Hospital  or 
other  Institution  for  Treatment,  as  serious  conditions  were 
discovered,  which  were  quite  unsuspected  by  the  parents 
or  others  in  charge. 


The  Day  Nursery. 

The  Nursery  has  now  completed  the  second  year  of 
its  existance,  and  is  proving  itself  a great  boon  to  the 
District.  The  number  of  attendances  this  year  reached  5,753 
being  1,176  more  than  last  year. 


This  fact  alone  shows  how  highly  appreciated  the 
Nursery  is  by  the  Mothers,  and  the  improvement  in  health 
and  general  well-being  of  the  little  ones,  is  excellent  proof 
of  its  real  success. 


But  perhaps  the  most  encouraging  and  hopeful  aspect 
of  the  work  lies — not  alone  in  the  fact  that  the  little  ones, 
are  well  and  carefully  looked  after  during  the  time  their 
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mothers  are  at  work,  and  that  the  mothers  themselves 
receive  valuable  lessons  -object  lessons — in  cleanliness, 
feeding,  and  general  management  of  their  children— but  in 
the  opportunity  it  affords  for  the  teaching  of  Infant  Care 
to  the  elder  school  girls — Scholars  from  the  Council  Schools 
attend  for  Instruction,  in  washing,  feeding  and  general 
management  of  young  children. 


Dirty  and  Neglected  Homes  and  Children. 


46  Homes,  some  reported  by  school  authorities,  and 
others  brought  to  notice  in  various  ways,  through  going 
about  in  the  District,  and  in  visiting— were  under  constant 
observation  for  various  periods.  Many  cases,  where  the 
Children’s  Beds,  Bedding,  Ac.  were  found  to  be  in  a very 
dirty,  and  sometimes  verminous  condition,  Complaints,  Advice 
and  Warnings,  were  alike  disregarded  time  and  again, 
necessitating  much  patience  and  frequent  visits  before 
any  satisfactory  improvement  was  effected.  But  in  no 
single  case  was  it  deemed  wise  to  report  to  the  Inspector 
of  the  S.P.C.C.  (as  in  previous  years  we  have  been  compelled 
to  do). 


It  is  therefore  with  pleasure  we  can  report  a distinct 
improvement  this  year  in  the  sanitary  conditions  and 
general  cleanliness,  of  the  homes  of  the  very  poor  taking 
them  as  a whole. 


Practical  Help. 


Steam  Kettle  lent  in  25  Cases. 


MATERNITY  CASES -1  Case  arranged  to  be  admitted 
to  Hospital.  11  Cases  Loan  of  Sheets,  Garments,  Ac. 
13  Cases  Milk  and  other  necessary  food  supplied  for 
short  time  during  urgent  need. 
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HOSPITAL  AID— 7 Cases  were  taken  into  Hospitals  by 
special  application  being  made  when  “Letters”  were 
not  available.  6 Cases  “Letters”  were  procured. 

SPINAL  CARRIAGE  SPLINTS  AND  CRUTCHES -were 
obtained  for  girl  of  14,  through  kindness  of  St.  Mary’s 
Hospital. 

PHELP’S  BOX  (SPLINT)— was  obtained  for  girl  of  6, 
through  kindness  of  The  Middlesex  Hospital. 

(Both  these  cases  “suspected”  of  Tuberculosis.) 

BEEF  JUICE,  MILK,  EGGS,  Ac.  -These  have  again  and 
again  been  asked  for,  and  given  by  Ladies  of  the 
District  when  needed  urgently,  for  sick  Infants.  For 
such  help  we  are  most  grateful. 

15  requests  received  from  Hospitals, — attention  for 
discharged  Patients. 

Several  of  these  Cases  were  directed  on  to  Cottage 
Hospital  for  daily  dressings. 

Others  were  instructed  and  kept  under  observation 
according  to  requirements. 

Lectures. 

22  Lectures  have  been  given  at  the  “Mothers  Meeting’s” 
“Mother’s  Union”  Meetings,  and  Girl’s  Clubs,  connected  with 
various  Church  in  Han  well. 

Subjects: — Infants  first  Needs. 

1.  Fresh  Air,  Warmth,  Cleanliness. 

2.  Clothing,  Rest,  Sleep. 

3.  Breast  Feeding — its  advantages. 

4.  Right  Food  —preparation  of  Food.

6.  Regularity — Wrong  feeding  and  other  errors. 

7.  Minor  Ailments. 
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Healtli  in  the  Home:  - 

1.  Sanitary  Condition  of  Houses —Cleanliness. 

2.  Ventilation  Clothes  and  Bedding. 

8.  Food— Danger  of  decayed  Fruit,  Fish,  <M,  &c., 

(Unripe  fruit  for  Children.) 

4.  Care  of  Teeth,  Hair,  Nails,  Ac. 

5.  Preventable  Diseases,  &c.,  &c. 

On  every  occasion  the  Mothers  are  encouraged  to  ask, 
and  to  answer  questions,  and  they  respond  willingly.  A 
new  feature  just  started —“Competition  Papers”  written  by 
the  Mothers,  at  the  end  of  a course  of  “Talks”. 

The  subjects  already  written  on  being: 

1st.— Food,  Best  (most  nourishing  and  cheapest)  for  children 
under  5 years, 

2nd.  Infantile  Diarrhoea  — The  causes  and  how  to  avoid  them. 


23  Papers  have  been  sent  in  by  the  Mothers,  and  when 
one  remembers  that  writing  to  many  of  these  women  is  a 
great  toil,  and  difficult  to  accomplish,  their  bravery  in 
attempting  such  work  is  realised,  and  their  interest  proved, 
which  gives  the  Teacher  encouragement  to  go  on.
